From WaUtiis;(oii City.
The Hail Storm Gen. Walker among its.

W ASHiNGTON, June 22.
To the Editors of the Enquirer :

Gentlemen Washington was visited yesterday
with such a storm as is but rarely seen in this lati-
tude. A heavy fall of rain, accompanied by rapid
flashes of lightnii g, was soon convened into a terrific
shower of hail. For nearly twenty minutes this
bl n"ing shower continued with .unabated force.
The h&il were of the average of large
walnuts, though many of lhrm would have weighed of

as much as six or eight ounces Thousands of win-
dows were broken ; gardens were completely ruined ;
the largest limbs were cut off from the trees, and the
streets were carpeted with leaves. It is estimated
that one hun lred thousand dollars would not com-
pensate for the loss mstaineJ in Washington and the
vacinity.

The past week has been a dearth of news. The
discontented ones, inslead of blamingthe administra-
tion which will not act, have been quizzing the comet,
which did not come. But, if we have not bad the
comet, we have had a personage no less conspicuous

the returned chief ot Nicaragua.
During the 6tay of Gen. Wm. Walker in this city,

we, infected with the mania for sight-seeing- , were
among the first to call upon him. Picture to your-
selves a short compact man, with a figure squarely
and firmly built, with muscles almost starling out
irom toe 6Kin, wun a ueep nut wavering eye, ana a
face, so browned by the kisses of a Southern sua,
that its original complexion can scarcely be distin-
guished, and you have a full, correct, and unmis-takeab- le

daguerreotype of Walker. His physique is
an admirable index of his morale ; it impresses oae a
v ith an idea of efficiency, rather than cf persever-
ance

as
; of energy, rather than of the more lasting

qualities.
He was not received with any very immense en-

thusiasm. His apartments at Brown's were, of of
course, a rendezvous for many warm friend; but
mere was no puDitc reception, no tiot.orirjg serenade,10
no welcoming oration. in otner cities he lias been
met with flattenug demon&hations ; but the heart of in
the Metropolis was cold. He held no official com-
munication with the General Government, unless a
letter, intended for newspaper circulation, nominally
a'idressed to Mr. Buchanan, may be termed official.
If he came among us to lay his caee before the ad-
ministration, he has left his object unaccomplished.

We found him full of hope. He spoke cheerfully
of the future, and traced to foreign interference the
failures of the past. He said that history would
avenge him, and that " the darkest page in the re-or- d

of this century would till that the government
of the United States stood tamely by, while lhe secret a
influence of France and England were crushing out
Arr.eiican enterprise on Nicaraguan soil."

We could but admire the man, so crushed, yet
clinjiing 60 desperately to the last chance.

What will this giant, this conqueror of the impos.
sible, this Aniseus, gaining fresh strength from every
defeat, attempt now ? He says that he will return,
and that " irom the burning houses of Punta Arenas,
he will look forth upon vacquished Costa Jiica." A
few months will solve that problem. We have heard
too much of that kind of thing to believe without the
evidence.

Should he succeed in arousing the popular fury,
for even a brief lime, his projt ct ia far from improb
able. A few hundred Americans in Nicaragua hae
shown what as many thousands could have done.
Walker expresses his doubts of the present adminis-
tration, yet he dec area his intention to die, if need
be, in the service of the cause.

Would to Gid that he had died before he covered
the glory of his t iumphs with the ignominy of

! Napoleon at St. Helena, and Walker at
Washington, are only different in degree; in kind,
they are the game objects of pity.

W hen a filibuster goes forth to win a country,
whether irom motives of privite ambition or of pub-
lic good, be must succeed or perish. He isolates him-
self from all ties of nativity; he can claim the pro
tection oi no iostenng government ; he is his own
mcnaro ; and he should be his own fate. William
Walker, dead beneath the ruins of San Juan del Sur,
would have lei t his memory as a monument of Amer-
ican valor, and his name as a rallying cry for Amer-
ican progrtss ; Wm. Wa ker, alive amongst us, can
claim no higher place than Kossuth, the beggar, and
Kotzta, the refugee. We cease to worship the myth,
when we begin to criticise the n.an.

W e have always sustained the course of Walker.
Up to the last crowning act of his career, we were
willing to believe that he was formed upon the Cae

satian moJel. But we remember now that Casar
did not recross the Rubicon.

The agony is over; our eyes are no longer dazzled
by the light of rapid victories; and we may calmly
arid dispassionately consider the subject, of which
this man is a creation. Do such expeditions answer
a good and just purpose ? Tbey are, to be sure, steps
in the proper direction ; but they are steps made in
the daik, up:n a slippery and unknown road. He
who falls is a stumbling block to those who may come
after him. Crabbe, in Mexico, has done more towards
breaking the pnslige of the American name, than ail
our iailures of arms or diplomacy in that region.
He. too, instead of dying with arms in bis hands,
surrendered his followers to a cruel and barbarous
enemy.

The great enJ ti e bringing into this Union of
Cuba, Mexico aid Central America i farther than
ever from its" accomplishment. This result alone
will show how woise ihan useless, in a national point
of view, have been the efforts of the filibusters.
All this territory must necessarily be ours, whether
by conquist, by treaties, or by purchase; and fili-
bustering, unless it attains this end more quickly
than might be expected in the natural course of
things, is, instead of being an impetus to our pro
sress, a positive drag uuon ii. Bin, if these adven
turus stek only their own private emolument if, in
their expeditions, they wish only to. open fresh chan-
nels, through which the bad blood of the nation may
run liot then are they entirely unworthy of that
publie attention, which they so fully engross. Then,
indeed, dc they deserve that treatment, which is me-

ted out to disloyal citizens, who stand in the way of

their country's interests.
As to the luture of Walker, we will not attempt

a prophecy. He has done so much, and so little,
thai he tannol be measured by any known s andard.
As heroes ate tsow he has in him many of the
elements of a hero. We know that he has met with
many unforeseen difficulties; but men, who set forth
upon a caieer like his, mu?t expect such difficultus,
and be prepartu for them. It is useless for him to
complain now ; his bravery in the past demands, at
least, fortitude in the present. Should he return to
Nicaragua should he Americanize that country, and
fit it to associate with American States then, indeed,
may he stand before posterity as a patriot. As yet,
we have been compelled to take hia motives on credit;
let him not endeavor to renew tho bond, unless he
intends to pay it with ulti.nate triumph.

A Scene of Retribution.
A picture representing the sale of a quantity of

old furniture seized For rent was exhibited some years
JjcJ the window of a dealer in the Place de la
Madeline, Paris, and attracted considerable attention,
in the foreground was placed a poor woman holding
in her arms a child, and watching with a sorrowing
eye the progress of the sale. The sweet face of the
child stood out in Btrong contrast to tho distressed
countenance of the poor mother. Further back we
see the personages connected with the sale, represent-
ed with great vigor. The following is 6tated by a
Lyons journal to be the history of the scene depicted :

u A few years since, the painter of the picture in
question, an eminent artist at Lyons, while passing
through the Rue des Ferraux, approached a number
of persons who were gathered together witnessing
the sale of the furniture of a poor woman. A womaa
was seated n the pavement with a child in her arms.
The painter spoke to her, and was told that the fur-
niture which was being Fold belonged to her ; that
her husband had lately died, leaving her with the
child she had in her arms ; that she had struggled
hard to maintain herself by working day and night,
and submitting to every privation, but that her land-
lord had at length seized her furniture for some
months' rent, which was due him. The artist was
much affected by this simple recital, and inquired
who was her landlord. ' There he is,' replied the
roor woman, pointing to a man who was watching
the progress of the sale ; and he was recognized by
the painter as a person who was suspected of having
amassed a considerable fortune by usury, so that to
make any appeal to his feelings on behalf of the poor
widow would be useless. The artist was consider-
ing with himself what other plan he could adopt to
benefit her, when the crier announced a picture for
sale. It was a miserable daub, which in the summer
the poor woman had used to hide the hole in the
wall through which the stove pipe passed during the
winter. It was put up at one franc. The artist at
once conceived a plan for taking revenge on the land-
lord. He went over, examined the picture with great
attention, and then called out wil'i a loud voice,
' One hundred Irancs !' The landlord was astounded
at the bid, but conceiving that a picture for which
so eminent an artist could offer that sum was woith
snore than double, bol.lly offered 200f. 'Five hun-
dred '.'said the painter, and the conttst between the
two bidders became 60 animated that the prize was
nt length knocked down to the landlord at 2,200f.

" The puichasci then addressing the painter, said.
In seeing an artist of your merit bid so easrerly for

the picture, I suppose that it must be valuable. Now
tell me, sir, at what do you estimate its value V
1 About three francs and a half,' replied the painter ;
4 but I would not give that for it. You are surely
jesting,' 6aid the landlord, for you bid as high as
2,l00f. for it. ' That is true,' replied the artist, and
I will tell you why I did so. You are in possession
of un income of 20,000f. a year, and have seized on
ihe furniture of a poor woman for a debt of 200f.
I wished to give you a lesson, and you fell into my
trap. Instead of the poor woman being your debtor,
she is now your creditor, and I flatter myself you
will not compel her to seize on your furniture for
hcr debt.' The artist then politely saluted the as-

tonished landlord, and having announced her good
fortune to tho poor woman talked ajvay."

Iiansns.
The country at large hr.ve been advided through

the mails and by telegraph of a studied determination
on the part of those deluded citizens of Kansas who
still madly cling to the d Topeka constitution
to take no part in the pending election contest in that
Territory. Friends of law and order, men who are
actuated by the putest and most patriotic motives,
having in vain urged them to vote for delegates to a
convention to frame a Slate constitution' there is no-

thing left but to express regret for frTieir folly, and to
leave them to ihe consequences whicb &ro likely to
follow their mischievous, if not dangerous obstinacy.

The position of the Democratic party, and, it is
scat cely necessary to add, the position of the admin-
istration, in regard to existing difficulties in Kansas,
cannot be misunderstood. It is that the people of tho
Territory have the right to settle the character of
their institutions. If a considerable or inconsidera-
ble portion of their number conceive that they can
impair and ultimately destroy that right by creating
difficulties and disturbances, or by taking no part in
the elections, they labur nnder an error of which they
cannot be too soon disabused ; for the Democratic,
conservative portion of the country will regard as
the people of Kansas only Buch as are now uniting to
frame a form of government in accordance with tho
provisions of Jaw, and not those who are seeking to
paralyze the popular will by illegal subterfuges and
the quibbles of fanaticism.

Whatever the constitution may be whether re-

cognising or excluding slavery, or silent in regard
to the institution it will be viewed as the expression
of the will ot the people of Kansas, as those who
frame it will act under the federal constitution, and
in a manner recognised by the organic law.

The administration, vre are quite sure, stands on the
doctiine of in the strictest sense of
the term, anJ will insist to the extent of its constitu-
tional power that the people of tha Territory shall
manage their own affairs in their own way.

they could not, be dull mutes, with ' cadaverous looks anderape for such occasions," at the bier of our loved friend,
Joseph Brenan. Is human nature turned to stone in North-
ern States, that Thomas Francis Meagher can think it possi-
ble that the brilliant spirit of one who never passed a day
without shedding some new-bor- n grace en the fair humanities

life, should be borne to the tomb with as much apathy as
though he had been a miser. In tho long cavalcade, that
extended as far as the eye could reach, Mr. Meagher may
rest assured there was not oae hired mourner for Joseph
Brenan. Not that any one there knew the great loss that
they and the world sustained in the early death of the glori-
ous poet, orator and friend ; such truths have to be learned
slowly and painfully ; but that they sincerely lamented his
loss, we cannot for a moment question" Hardly had the grave closed upon one friend before the
news came to us that another was forever gone. The same
hour we knelt in Calvary Cemetery, this day week, and saw
the clay heaped upon the remains of Patrick Lynch in lis
last agony, away in the oldest city of the South, lay one ef
the brightest, gentlest, truest of the Irish exiles. Three
days after, and he was dead.

In the midst of this overflowing sorrow with these dark
waves moucting higher and higher above all that we have
held most dear what heart have we to speak of the good-
ness, the genius, and all the rich hopes that have, in this
last bereavement been struck down 1 What more can we
do than fold out arms, bow the head, and in dumb grief
dream of what we have known, loved and lost 1 With this
theme before us, wiling would we lay down the pen, and
write no more. Willingly yet mournfully, mournfully yet
fondly would we be silent. Or opening our lips to speak, we
would call around us the ciunt less friends the young, the
old, the gallant and the learned all those who. in various
scenes, were brough in contact with our beloved friend, Joe
Brenan, and from that contact were taught to regard him as

favorite brother.
The circle formed, we would tell them the story of his life
wo ourselves have learned it. Sorrowfully but proudly

we would tell it, for such a story is like to the picture of
some battle field or wreck at sea, where, in the midst of much
hardship, calamity, tempestuousness and anguish, there are
vivid glimpsjs of the grace, the purity the heroice grandeur

life. And yet proudly as wo would tell it. our words
would fail to reach its height and unfold its buried treasures

ng mannooa, tenderness, haughty love of country,
Atauniiesa nope ana Doia enacavor. it snouia be tola m a
lyric ode, and by a poet beautiful in his nature and divine

intellect as the author of the elegy of adonais.
"A poet should have a pott to recite the beauties, tho

sorrows, the tempests, and tho pure glories of lifo, and there
should gather round his bier, not tho dull mutes who lend
their cadaverous looks and crape for such occasions, not yet
the rough and vulgar crowd who seo no higher life beyond
that which Pressmen chronicle, but,

Desires and Adorations
Winged Fersuasions and veiled Destinies,
Splendors and glories, and glimmering Incarnations
All ho had loved and moulded into theught
From shape, and hue, and order, and sweet sounds.

"So let him rest to-da- y. w, when the mist shall
have partially cleared off, and the scenes, through which ,we
would retrace our steps with him, shall show themselves' in

light less tremulous, it will console and gladden us to tell
the story of our brave, young, gentle, loving friend, Joe
Brenan."

Female Supremacy In Central Africa.
During Dr. Livingston's decent along the rver

Zambese he came chiefly in contact with the Bolonda
negroes. On gaining a more intimate acquaintance
with their social state, our traveler was specially
sttuck with one prevailing peculiarity the position,
and even power ot the women. As a rule, it has been
found that heathenism deprives woman of her right-
ful status in society, and dooms her to drudgeiy and
degradation. He was not prepared, therefore, to find
amongst this heathen and very superstitious people
the relative position of man and woman reversed.
That the woman should sit in the councils of the
nation ; that a young man entering the matrimonial
state should be compelled to remove from his own
village to that of his wife ; and in forming this rela-
tion ho should bind himself to provide her mother
with firewood as long as the old lady lived ; that the
wife alone could divorce the husband, and that in the
event of their separation, the children become the
property of their mother ; and that the lord of creation
shoulJ be unable to enter into the most ordinary con-
tract, or to perform the simplest service for another,
without the sanction of " the lady superior " were
certainly indications of female eupre nacy, which
it was passing strange to find (it is to be hoped for
the first time and the last in the histon of discover-
ies) amongst the denizens of Central Africa. But
yet it must be allowed that " tho reciprocity was "
not " only on oni side," for, in return for the hus-
band's deference, his wives are expected to provide
him with food. This, possibly, may account for the
fact which our friend states, that the ladies never lack
a husband, and that an old maid is not to be found
from the Cape to the Equator.

Occasionally, however, there will come a hitc'i in
their domestic arrangements ; and while our travel-
er supplies no instance of rebellion on the part of
the husbands, he thows that conspiracy was not un-

usual amongst v ives. If at any time the former is
so unfortunate as to offend the ladies, they resolve to
wound him in the most tender part the stomach.
Returning home, therefore, at the usual hour, he
calls upon bis first wife and asks for dinner : but she
sends him to a se"ond " whom he loves better ;" and
she again to a third, until he baa run the gauntlet
through them all, with the same result. Having
nothing left but to avenge himself of the wrong, faint
and hungry, be climbs a tree in tome populous part
of his village and proclaims aloud, with piteous into-
nations, " Listen, O, listen ; I thought 1 had married
women, but tbey are only witches ! lama bachel-
or ; I have not a single wife ; Is that right for a gen-
tleman like me?" But the ladies, not always satis-
fied with showing their displeasure in the i cgative
form, will sometimes even ilare to enforce their au-

thority over their husbands with cuffs and blows.
This, however, is carrying matters a little too far,
and the public sentiment being against such conduct,
the poor sufferer gels more substantial revenge; for
the authorities ol the village then interfere, and his
tyrannical wife is s ntenced for the assault to cairy
him upon her back from the Cotla, an enclosed coiirt
of the chief's premises, to his own house, launte I, as
she goes along with the sneers and gibes ol men on
the one hand ; but, alas ! on the other, cheered by
the sympathy and by such exhoitatioi.s as " Serves
him right," u Give it to him again," from members
of her own gentle sex. British Banner.

Black Republican Extrvagance The current
State expenditures in Massachusetts, in 1 84 1 , were
$400,000; in 1851, $042,000; and in 185G, they had
grown $1,335,000 ; a sum greater than the aggre-
gate expenses of all the other New England States !

States ?

The " undergound railroad" is getting into disfavor
with our neighnors ot Canada. The day belore the
prorogation of the Canadian Parliament Col. Prince,
made a speech in relation to the nesro fugitives from
the United States, in wfiich he said :

ness, but ibey repaid that kindness with ingratitude ;

they were chiefly remarkable for their libby and dis-

honest features, and should be sent td live by them-

selves on one of the Monitoulin islands, or somewhere
else, where the whiles would not suffer by contact
with them." -
